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NOTES IN SEASON. 

John Wiley & Sons have in preparation a 
work by Simpson Bolland, entitled “ The Iron 
Founder.” 

George Roittledge & Sons have just ready 
W. J. Florence’s “ Handbook on Poker,” with a 
portrait of the author and numerous colored 
diagrams. 

D. C. Heath & Co. have just issued a fourth 
edition of Prof. Hiram Corson’s admirable “ In¬ 
troduction to the Study of Robert Browning’s 
Poetry,” revised and enlarged. The new matter 
consists of a half-tone reproduction of a photo¬ 
graph of the poet, taken not long before his 
death, a fac-simile of a most interesting personal 
letter to the author, etc. The volume contains 
in all five scholarly essays on Browning’s poetry, 
and thirty-four of his most characteristic poems 
with necessary notes and introductions; also a 
list of criticisms on Browning. 

E. P. Dutton & Co. will publish next month 
the American copyright edition of “ Meditations 
on the Life of Christ,” a recently discovered 


work said to be by Thomas a Kempis. The

Among their latest importations 
are the “ Selected Poems of Robert Burns,” 
with introduction by Andrew Lang, a new 
volume in the Ideal Series; and “ Argentina and 
the Argentines,” notes and impressions of a five- 
years’ sojourn in the Argentine Republic, 1885 - 
1890 , by Thomas A. Turner, fully illustrated. 

Roberts Brothers will publish on the 15 th a 
second series of Paul Bourget’s “ Pastels of 
Men,” translated by Katherine Prescott Worme- 
ley, to contain “ Maurice Oliver,” ‘ ‘ A Gambler,” 
“Another Gambler,” “Jaques Molan,” “A 
Lovely One,” and “ Corseques;” a new and 
cheaper edition of William Morris’ “ The Story 
of the Glittering Plain,” reset in modern type; 
“ Wells of English,” by Isaac B. Choate, a re¬ 
view of the work of the minor writers of England 
of the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, with 
brief comments upon English literature, and a 
limited edition of a collection of the poems written 
by Philip Bourke Marston during the last three 
years of his life, entitled “A Last Harvest— 
lyrics and sonnets from the Book of Love,” 
edited by Louise Chandler Moulton, who has 
also added a biographical sketch. They will also 
publish about the same time “ The Tragic Come¬ 
dians: a study in a well-known story,” by George 
Meredith, with an introduction note on Ferdi¬ 
nand Lasalle, by Clement Shorter. In this book 
the author has chosen a smaller canvas than is 
his wont, and tells his story with unusual straight¬ 
forwardness and directness. The book has been 
described as masterly in its delineation of char¬ 
acter, as well as in the subtlety of its psychologi¬ 
cal analysis. It will be issued in two styles— 
sixteenmo and twelvemo.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Hon. J. M. Usher, who died in Medford, 
Mass., on December 31, at the age of seventy- 
seven years, was at one time a well-known figure 
in the Boston book trade. Up to the age of 
twenty-three he was a baker. In 1837 he stud¬ 
ied for the ministry, and two years after was or¬ 
dained as a Universalist minister and accepted a 
call to a pastorate in Lexington. In 1856 he 
purchased the old bookstore owned by Whitte- 
more, on Cornhill, Boston. There was the pub¬ 
lication office of The Trumpet. Mr. Usher be¬ 
came the owner of this organ of the Universal- 
ists, and combined it with his Sunday-school 
paper, The Sabbath-School Contributor. He 
took in G. W. Quimby from Ohio as partner and 
purchased The Christian Freeman, and published 
the three papers under the name oi'Trumpet and 
Freeman. This he sold later to the Universalist 
Publishing House. In addition to the papers 
above mentioned, he published The Nation from 
1863 to 1872. He also published the first paper 
in Medford, the Medford Journal, the first issue 
of which was December 24, 1870. In 1848 Mr. 
Usher was elected a member of the general 
court from Lynn. In 1S49 he returned to Med¬ 
ford, and in 1851 represented the town in the 
State Senate. He was sent to the Legislature as 
representative in 1S53, and in 1857 and 1858 he 
was again sent to the Senate. In 1858 he was 
elected a Fremont presidential elector. 

Emile Louis Victor Laveleye, the well- 
known political economist and writer, died in 


Doyon, near Liege, Belgium, on the 3d inst. He 
was born in Brussels, April 5, 1822. His best- 
known works translated into English are “ Ele¬ 
ments of Political Economy,” “ New Tendencies 
of Political Economy,” “ Primitive Property” 
and “Socialism of To-Day.” 

James Alfred Mitchell, a son of Donald G. 
Mitchell (“Ik Marvel ”), died at St. Luke’s Hospi¬ 
tal, New York City, on the morning of the 2d 
inst. from peritonitis. Mr. Mitchell was twenty- 
one years old and was a young man of great 
promise. He was a brilliant scholar, of decided 
literary tastes, and had been employed for several 
years in the publishing house of Charles Scrib¬ 
ner’s Sons. 

W. Elliot Woodward, a prominent anti¬ 
quarian of Boston, whose series of coin cata¬ 
logues is to be found in every public library, 
died in Roxbury, Mass., on the 5th inst., aged 
sixty-one. He is said to have been the best- 
known coin dealer in the country, and years ago 
was a prominent man of affairs. He published 
“ Records of Witchcraft in New England,” and 
reprints of many early publications.

PROGRESS OF THE CRUSADE AGAINST 
UNDERSELLING IN GERMANY. 

The suit for damages brought by the firm of 
Mayer & Muller, of Berlin, against two former 
Directors of the Borsenverein, has been decided 
against the plaintiffs in the Reichsgericht (Ger¬ 
man Imperial Court). In view of the great im¬ 
portance of this case and the bearings of the 
statutes involved upon the question of cutting of 
prices in the German book trade, the Borsenblati 
of December 7, 1891, devotes its entire issue to 
a full report of the several suits which have been 
brought during the progress of the affair and the 
various rulings now made binding by the verdict 
of the court. A brief risumtf of the very involved 
proceedings offers several points of instructive 
interest for the booksellers of this country, and 
for that reason we make no apology for giving it 
this prominence. 

The Court acknowledged that the purpose of 
the Borsenverein to control the discounts to cus¬ 
tomers on the part of all booksellers was per¬ 
fectly legitimate. The objection that the follow¬ 
ing out of this purpose would unlawfully interfere 
with the right of the consumer to determine his 
desired margin of profit, and also with his free¬ 
dom as a trader, was met by the Court • with 
the argument that the principle of freedom of 
trade does not mean the uncontrolled action of 
individual members of that trade, but the right 
to work together to control abuses and bring 
about the greatest good of the greatest number. 
The Court drew a sharp distinction between 
unions formed from a motive of speculation 
among members controlling the markets, and 
unions honestly working for the purpose of build¬ 
ing up their trade, intelligently widening its 
scope and guarding it against attacks from within 


and without. The Court recognized the Borsen- 
verein as the special representative of the best 
interests of the German book trade, the proper 
guardian of the means of communication which 
it had created and legally justified in exterminat¬ 
ing the evil of underselling which it had always 
recognized as one of the chief dangers to a 
healthy and progressive competition. The Court, 
however, pronounced illegal some of the regula¬ 
tions adopted by the former directors after the 
Easter Fair of 1888, but declared legal the rul¬ 
ings of the Directors up to that time. 

These rulings include : 

1. An effort to obtain from publishers a volun¬ 
tary pledge that they would give retailers pointed 
out to them by the directors as persistent under¬ 
sellers either no discount or a very limited one. 

2. The appointment of a committee of seven 
to investigate all cases of underselling, according 
to rules formulated by the directors, and to decide 
whether a retailer was a persistent underseller. 

3. The publishing of names of publishers who 
have not stood by their agreement with the 
directors. 

4. The publishing of circulars not only to the 
publishers who have pledged themselves but to 
all members of the Association, in which the 
names of the undersellers pointed out by the 
committee of seven are given and the publishers 
urged to come up to their agreement regarding 
these special cases. 

Regarding the fight against underselling as 
decreed by the statutes which went into effect in 
1888, the Court made the following statements : 
It not only recognized the right of the Borsen- 
verein to enforce the statutes which it pronounced 
legal, but defined the following methods for gain- 
ing the victory in this lawful warfare. 

1. That all members are pledged 

(a) Not to make any public offer of discount to 
customers either in general terms or in given 
figures. 

(b) In sales to the public to adhere to the dis¬ 
count given in article 5 of paragraph 3. 

(1 c ) Not to furnish books and periodicals to 
Commissioners and retailers, which they sell at a 
price to which the publisher objects. 

2. That members violating these pledges may, 
according to paragraphs Sand 9, be expelled from 
the Association. 

3. That non-members offering discounts in 
general, or definite terms, or furnishing books and 
periodicals against the rules of the publishers, 
are debarred from all the privileges of the insti¬ 
tutions and facilities of the Association.* 

4. That the expelled members’ names shall be 
made known in the Borsenblatt by the Directors. 


[* This penalty includes : 

1. The discontinuing of the Borsenblatt and of all the 
other publications of the Borsenverein. 

2. Refusal of all advertisements by the Borsenblatt. 

3. The withdrawal of the right personally, or through 
a Commissioner, to transact business in the Booksellers’ 
Clearing-House. 

4. Refusal of transportation of publications through 
the order department of the Clearing-House. 

5. Discontinuance of delivery of merchandise by the 
members of the Association of Leipzig Commissioners. 

6. A call in the Borsenblatt for a complete expelling 
from the trade. 

These measures were taken against the complainant in 
the case under consideration.— Ed. P. W .1 
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The Court also pronounced as a legitimate 
war measure the procuring of pledges from the 
publishers that they would not make any dis¬ 
count, or a very limited one, to undersellers, or 
else would refuse their publications, the choice 
being left to the publisher’s option as it had al¬ 
ways been until the Easter Fair of 1888. 

The Directors were also justified, according to 
the Court ruling, in sending circulars to publish¬ 
ers, giving them the names of expelled firms and 
also sending such circulars to the other members 
of the Association, as well as in giving them the 
names of the publishers whose publications 
should not be forwarded to the expelled firms. 
The legal right of the Booksellers’ Association at 
Leipzig, and of the Association of Leipzig Com¬ 
missioners, to fight underselling, is now settled 
beyond all question by the Imperial Court. 

The Directors will, within the prescribed limits, 
continue the war against underselling, and ex¬ 
press the earnest hope that they may count upon 
the co-operation of all those who desire to do 
away with the evils resulting from underselling, 
and to support a live and solid retail business. 


AMERICAN COPYRIGHT LEAGUE. 

The adjourned annual meeting of the Ameri¬ 
can Copyright League was held in the rooms of 
the Author’s Club, December 30, E. C. Stedman 
presiding. Memorial resolutions upon the death 
of James Russell Lowell were passed. The reso¬ 
lutions stated that the League, in the death of Mr. 
Lowell, who was its President, had lost one who 
cheerfully and with the purest sense of duty had 
lent his great name and his earnest personal la¬ 
bors to the movement for international copy¬ 
right. 

R. R. Bowker moved that the Chairman be re¬ 
quested to write to Mr. Robert Underwood John¬ 
son, Secretary of the League, and to express the 
regrets of the League at his illness and wishes 
for his speedy recovery. 

On motion of Richard Watson Gilder, the 
League passed a resolution recording its especial 
obligation to Dr. Edward Eggleston, who was the 
originator of the idea of the League.

BOOKS AND BOOKSELLERS OF YEARS 
AGO.—II. 

BY ANSON D. F. RANDOLPH. 

In 1841 and also in 1842, John Keese, a book¬ 
seller, issued two volumes entitled “ The Poets 
and Poetry of America, Illustrated by One of 
Her Painters.” This was a new and progressive 
departure. The engravings, printed in the 
text, were etched on copper, but the name of 
the artist was not given. The preface declared 
that “ The Muse of this new world—as yet in 
her minority—has been hitherto distrustful of 
her powers. Her best efforts have been occa¬ 
sional, unpretending, fugitive. Like the Sybil 
of old, she has trusted her deepest inspiration 
to the loose and flying leaves. These scattered 
effusions of fancy and feeling—the Anthology 
of America—it is the purpose of the present 
publications to collect and embody in a fitting 
and tasteful form. To do this, the aid of the 
Sister Art of Design will hereafter, as in the 
volumes already published.be called in to illus¬ 
trate and adorn the creations of the poet.” 

The volume for 1842 contained forty-five dif¬ 
ferent poems, embracing about all of the best 
verse-writers of the day. Of these Whittier, 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, [BishopJ Arthur C. 
Cox (thus printed) alone survive. The name 
and the fame of many of the others died with 
them, yet they did their work well for the time 
in which they lived. James R. Lowell (so 
printed in the index ) and also a few others 
were then laying the foundation of their after¬ 
ward renown. I copy Lowell’s contribution, 
which by the way does not appear among the 
“Earlier Poems” as now printed in his col¬ 
lected works: 

SONNET . 

BY JAMES RUSSELL LOWELL. 

My friend, adown Life’s Valley, hand in hand, 

With grateful change of grave and merry speech 
Of song, our hearts unlocking each to each, 

We’ll journey onward to the silent land ; 

And when stern Death shall loose that loving band, 
Taking in his cold hand a hand of ours, 

The one shall strew the other’s grave with flowers, 

Nor shall his heart a moment be unmanned. 

My friend and brother ! if thou goest first, 

Wilt thou no more revisit me below ? 

Yea, when my heart seems happy causelessly 

And swells, not dreaming why, as it would butst 
With joy unspeakable, my soul shall know 
That thou, unseen, art bending over me. 

In 1851 Messrs. Wiley & Putnam also made a 
new departure in issuing an elaborate work in 
small quarto, bound in heavy boards, covered 
with leather, entitled “ Pearls of American 
Poetry.” The illustrations were done on stone, 
with an ornamental border to the text, all 
printed in colors. Next to the title in an elab¬ 
orate framing was the dedication, “ To the 
Ladies of the United States these Pearls of 
American Poetry in their quaint setting of his 
own device, are humbly offered by their devoted 
servant T. W. Gwilt Mapleson.” In this volume 
maybe found Longfellow’s “Excelsior,” Hal- 
leck’s “ Love,” Dana’s “ Ocean,” Bryant’s 
“ Autumn Woods,” etc., etc. As a specimen of 
American color-printing and general make-up, 
the work showed a decided advance in American 
ornamental work. 

The New York boy and girl of to-day stand¬ 
ing beside the book-counter in the presence of 
scores of “ New Books for the Holidays,” books 
in which the writer’s, the printer’s, and the en¬ 
graver’s art are so wonderfully shown,have little 
.conception of the character and outward style of 
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the books upon which their fathers and grand¬ 
fathers were brought up. Few indeed were the 
Juveniles in the days of which I write. The 
common size of these books was about six inches 
long, closely printed on not very white paper, 
and bound with a colored muslin back and paper 
sides. Possibly there may have been a frontis¬ 
piece and a few other illustrations, very crude 
in design and execution. The well-known 
standard authors were Mrs. Hoffland, Mrs. 
Barbauld, Mrs. Sherwood, and Maria Edge- 
worth. Of course “ Robinson Crusoe,” “ The 
Exiles of Siberia,” and “ Pilgrim’s Progress” 
were always on sale. Of American writers 
“Peter Parley” and Jacob Abbott, author of 
the Rollo Books, were conspicuous. Still the 
writers of this class were few in number. The 
Sunday-School Union and also the Tract 
Society had already issued a number of books 
of a religious character for children, not infre¬ 
quently memoirs of children who had died 
young. The prices of all these books ranged 
from twenty cents to fifty cents each. As to 
colored picture-books, there were very few. 
These were principally made by Solomon King, 
who published the “ wicked stories,” such as 
“Cinderella,” “Aladdin and His Lamp,” 
“ Blue Beard,” and other fairy tales, at a shill¬ 
ing apiece. The illustrations were printed from 
wood blocks, and the color stencilled by hand. 
They were put up in yellow covers, in color 
forecasting that other “ yellow-cover literature ” 
which has since flooded the land. 

And what books did men and women then 
use for New Year’s gifts? Why, they bought 
the standards in prose and poetry, and such 
lighter American and English literature as 
Cooper, Irving, Paulding and the later English 
authors. “ Rollin’s Ancient History,” “Jose¬ 
phus,” “Hume’s England.” and “Gibbons’ 
Roman Empire ”—all such books as these were 
among the sources of supply, not forgetting one 
special venture, Harper’s Family Library , 
which gathered up many of the best current 
books and sent them out at a reasonable price. 
The value of this series of books, all good, was 
a piece of pioneer work along educational lines 
which cannot be overestimated. 

The bookstores in those days were lounging- 
places. Certain men resorted there to meet 
their congenial friends, as many now meet at 
the club. The buyer then found a pleasure in a 
slow and careful examination of the collection. 
True, there was no excessive variety from 
which to choose, so he did not overload himself, 
and best of all, had time to read the books he 
bought. 

I have said nothing of the dealers in old or 
second-hand books. John Doyle was one of 
these dealers, with a store on Nassau Street. 
Me prided himself not only on his stock—and he 
knew something about it— but on his swing sign, 
on which was painted his name, and under¬ 
neath “The Moral Center of the Intellectual 
World.” Everybody laughed at this, but no 
one ever forgot the place where it hung or the 
man who kept the shop. 

Only those who saw these early beginnings 
can realize the marvellous growth and present 
greatness of the American book publishing 
trade. Of late years the annual issue of new 
editions and new books, large and small, is 
about four thousand. Doubtless we make too 
many, especially of those which are purely 
ephemeral, if not altogether worthless. As to 


mechanical quality we are fast beating the world. 
In stone or wood illustrations we are very far 
ahead. Let any one look over an American 
illustrated book of the present season, and then 
take up one of the same class by a foreign pub¬ 
lisher, and the comparison is generally in favor 
of our own, just as our monthly magazines are 
vastly superior to theirs. 

Thirty-years ago my friend, the late Charles 
Scribner, said to me that the United States 
was destined to become the great book-market 
of the world. This has already come true con¬ 
cerning text-books and books of reference. It is 
not yet true, however, in all other departments, 
for alas ! too many of our people who have the 
money are spending comparatively little in the 
accumulation of books in the household. The 
present too busy man has little time for reading 
or reflection, but his children are coming on 
with # a constantly developing taste for literature, 
for art and for science, and these will be among 
the future buyers who will find a delight in the 
very possession and presence of books, even 
should the duties of life leave insufficient time 
to master their contents as thoroughly as they 
might desire. 


SEVENTH ANNUAL BANQUET OF THE 
B. C. T. 

The seventh annual banquet of the Brother¬ 
hood of Commercial Travellers took place at 
the Hotel Marlborough, N. Y., on the evening 
of December 30. Fine weather, a large gathering 
of congenial spirits and attentive committees,, 
all aided in making the occasion a success. 

The menu card, a gift of the J. Ottmann Lith. 
Co., through Messrs Black and Snow, was what 
is described as a “ gorgeous affair,” being an 
'edition de luxe volume of twenty pages, meas¬ 
uring 8 x 14 inches. On the front cover were 
lithographed three stages in the evolution of the 
trader—beginning with William Penn, who is 
represented in the act of swapping beads and 
other like valuable articles for the Indian’s real 
estate. The second stage is represented by a 
bearded pioneer exchanging with Poor Lo bad 
rum, rifles and misfit “ gloadtings,” for good 
horses, peltry, etc. Last scene : two natty com¬ 
mercial travellers with well-filled order-books,, 
and their Gilmore grips, running to catch an 
express train due in New York at 8 P.M., De¬ 
cember 30, 1891. 

The guest card was an attention of Raphael 
Tuck & Sons. It was a pretty folder, decorated 
with a spray of blossoms hand painted, the let¬ 
tering in gold. On the inside, under a spray of 
apple blossom, was this sentiment: 

“ May all the joys of life be spread 
Like flowers along the path you tread, 

And every New Year still add more 
To the sweet joys you knew before. 1 ’ 

After a brief preliminary business meeting 
about sixty members and their friends, headed 
by the President, Mr. John A. McQuillan, pro¬ 
ceeded to the new and handsomely appointed 
dining-room of the Marlborough, where they 
were met and seated by the Reception Com¬ 
mittee, consisting of Homer P. Beach, Chair¬ 
man; John H. Black, A. D. MacMullen, H. M. 
Caldwell, Samuel Gabriel, Jonas Langfeld, John 
Van Derbeugle and F. J. Swain. 

The dinner itself was a satisfactory one in 
every particular, and took up about two hours. 
After the cigars had been passed the Chairman, 
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Mr. McQuillan, opened the “Table Talks” by 
briefly alluding to the growth and success of the 
Association, which in the last year has gained 
sixteen new members. He also read a letter of 
regret from President-elect Mr. T. Van Culin, 
who was unavoidably absent on account of the 
serious illness of his brother in Denver. A letter 
from Charles Welsh was also read. Mr. J. F. 
Hitchcock then in a touching speech called up 
the memory of Charles Plummer, the founder 
and first President of the Association, whose por¬ 
trait (kindly lent by his widow) stood at the head 
of the table decorated with smilax and the em¬ 
blem and the menu of the first banquet. W. 
J. Kelly, on behalf of the Souvenir Committee, 
next presented the retiring President, John A. 
McQuillan, with the emblem now worn by six 
ex-Presidents. It is an ivory gavel with gold 
mountings suspended from a green watered silk 
ribbon. Mr. Samuel Gabriel was then called 
upon for a few remarks, to which he responded, 
closing his speech with a suggestion that in their 
hour of gladness they remember the poor. A 
proposition was made to take up a collection for 
the fund of the Hospital Saturday and Si n lay 
Association, which was enthusiastically received, 
the result being over fifty dollars. Other speakers 
were H. S. Ridings, John H. Black, Jonas 
Langfeld and G. W. Knott. Much of the suc¬ 
cess depended upon the Committee of Arrange¬ 
ments, which consisted of Ezra H. Snow, Chair¬ 
man, Horace S. Ridings, Frank W. Bailey, 
Louis Maynz, Albert E. Turner, John L. Marony, 
Louis Rohde and John L. Peoble. 


MRS. JEFFERSON DAVIS’ SUIT AGAINST 
HER PUBLISHERS. 

Mrs. Jefferson Davis got a setback in the 
Superior Court, December 31, in her suit against 
Robert Belford and Edward Lange to recover 
royalties on the memoirs of her husband which 
she wrote. She entered into a contract on March 
24, 1890, by which she agreed to write two vol¬ 
umes of memoirs of her husband, and Belford, 
Clarke & Co. were to publish them. She was 
to receive twelve and a half per cent, on the re¬ 
tail price of all books sold. She also declares in 
her complaint that Edward Lange, to induce her 
to enter into the contract with Mr. Belford, agreed 
to give a bond of $10,000, to be considered as 
liquidated damages if Mr. Belford should not keep 
the contract. She was to retain the copyright, 
and the contract with Mr. Belford was to remain 
in force for six years, at the end of which time 
all rights to Mr. Belford were to cease. Charles 
Lotin Hildreth and H. D. Alexander were wit¬ 
nesses to the signirg of this contract. The book 
was published on March 4, 1S91, and three 

months after that date, according to the provisions 
of the contract, Mr. Belford rendered Mrs. Davis 
an account, by which it was shown that the sum 
of $4001.37 was to her credit on the sales of the 
book. Mrs Davis alleges that none of this money 
was ever paid, although she has demanded it 
numerous times. Mr. Belford is now insolvent, 
she says and she declares that he and Mr. Lange 
are taking advantage of the fact of insolvency and 
of her helplessness, and endeavoring to constrain 
her to consent to the transfer of the contract to 
other parties to continue publication of the book. 
The contract, which she alleges they are trying to 
force her to make, she declares is less advantage¬ 
ous to her than is the original, and her profits 


under it would be considerably cut down. She 
asks for a judgment against Mr. Belford for the 
royalties due, one against Mr. Lange for $10,000, 
the amount of his bond for liquidated damages, 
and she wants the contract declared broken by 
Mr. Belford, and also an injunction against him 
from attempting to assign the contract to other 
parties. 

The defendants, through their attorneys, de¬ 
murred to this complaint on the ground that im¬ 
proper causes of action were joined in one com¬ 
plaint. Judge Dugro handed down a decision 
sustaining this demurrer. Leave is granted, 
however, to Mrs. Davis’ attorneys to plead anew 
upon the payment of $20 costs.

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PRACTICAL NOTES. 

Paste that Will Keep. —Dissolve one ounce 
of alum in one quart of boiling water; when 
cold add as much water as will give it the con¬ 
sistency of cream; then sprinkle into it one tea¬ 
spoonful of powdered resin and two or three 
•cloves ground, and boil a few minutes. 

Adhesive Labels. —Dissolve one and one- 
seventh ounces common glue, which has lain a 
day in cold water, with some candy sugar and 
three-quarters of an ounce gum arabic, six 
ounces hot water, stirring constantly until the 
whole is homogeneous. If this paste is applied 
to labels with a brush and allowed to dry, they 
will then be ready for use on merely moistening 
With the tongue. 

Paste for Labels. —A good paste is made by 
soaking flake tragacanth in sufficient cold water 
that the brush will not sink into the paste when 
finished. To prevent souring, add to the water 
two grains of hydronaphthol (dissolved in a 
little alchohol) for each pint, and a few drops of 
clove oil for scent. To keep away the flies add 
some oil of pennyroyal. Avoid, in making 
paste, oil of wintergreen and carbolic acid, for 
these produce a purplish discoloration by con¬ 
tact with the tinned iron of the brush. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Lady Burton is preparing a memoir of Sir 
Richard, and is also editing for the press his un¬ 
published works as well as his “ Pentamerone ” 
and “ Catullus.” 

Guy de Maupassant, the distinguished French 
author, who attempted to commit suicide at 
Cannes on the 1st inst., left that town on the 
6th in charge of keepers. His condition is such 
that it has been found necessary to place him in 
an ipsane asylum. He will be confined in a 
private institution at Passy. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

William Black’s new story, “ The Magic 
Ink,” will be published serially in Harper's 
Bazar. The first instalment appears in the issue 
of January 9, and the story will run through 
about four numbers. 

The March number of Scribner's Magazine 
will contain a poem—the last one written by 
James Russell Lowell, and it is claimed the only 
one of consequence which he left in manuscript. 
It is entitled “ On a Bust of General Grant.” 
With the text of the poem, which is published 
by arrangement with Mr. Lowell’s literary 
executor, Professor Charles Eliot Norton, will 
be printed a fac-simile from the manuscript of 
one of the stanzas.
